REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


It is greatly to the credit of this town that its institutions of re- 
ligion and education have ever been carefully fostered. To this 
fact, not less than to the native excellences of the Scotch Irish 
race, must be attributed the soundness of mind, the solidity of 
character and the pure morality for which the people have been 
esteemed. Here is also the explanation of the circumstance that 
- many excellent teachers have originated in Windham. 

The tribute paid by Horace Greeley, in his address at the Tri- 
semi-centennial, on the tenth of June, to the Scotch Irish, was a 
deserved compliment. Extensive and beneficent indeed has been 
the influence of that.race which has furnished the gre&t American 
Republic with three-fifths of all its teachers, who may be found in 
schools of every grade, from Maine to California. Nor ought this 
town to be thought arrogant in claiming a part of the honor con- 
ferred by the distinguished journalist, for the children and grand- 
children of Windham are to-day conspicuously seated in chairs of 
instruction both east and west. Not to mention others who have 
done or are doing good service for the youth of the land, we recall 
one, who is the principal of the High School in a considerable town 
at the West; another, who is the successfwl superintendent of a» 
state institution for the education of deaf mutes ; a third, who holds 
an honorable professorship in a western college; another, who is 
the principal of the High School in a large city, too near Boston 
to tolerate schools of doubtful excellence ; and still another, near 
to us in affection, locality and lineage, who is the beloved and re~ 
vered “ Uncle” of hundreds of the chief men of the country, and ' 
who is himself a notable illustration of the sound learning which 
he has so long imparted, and of the classical culture which he has 
so ably advocated. 

Far off be the day when such a people’s pride and interest in 
their schools shall wane: when the brightly filled pages, written 
by the past and present generations, shall be followed by the 
hme record of an indifferent public opinion and by the blank of 
ignorance. “ Indifference,” says Addison, “ cannot but.be criminal, 
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when it is conversant about objects which are so far from being of 
an indifferent nature that they are of the highest importance.” 

Schools, like gardens in June, need almost constant care, and we 
must exercise the unwearying vigilance of the fathers, or, before 
we are aware of-it, the tender plants will be choked with weeds. 

Permit me to say to you all, my fellow-citizens, that you ought 
not to be satisfied with an annually reported statement of the con- 
dition of our schools. Wise as is the legislative provision for offi- 
cial supervision, necessary as is the Superintendent’s report, no 
less desirable is the jealous attention of the whole community to a 
subject, the bearings of which are on the immediate future incal- 
culably important, on the more remote future vital. Personal 
visitation upon all the schools of the town, andas many as conyen- 
ient elsewhere, by the people of the town, is a great desideratum. 
Is such a suggestion altogether impracticable? Would not its adop- 
tion certainly result in an increased interest in the schools and in 
an elevated standard of teaching? As the preacher preaches better 
when so many as possible of his people with open eyes and atten- 
tive ears are before him, so the teacher teaches better when her 
school is the focal point for the considerate thoughts of the commu- 
nity. So far as possible, during the past year, the Superintending 
Committee has striven to secure this friendly intercourse between 
parents and other friends of education, and the teachers. Particu- 
lar invitatigns have been sent to citizens, teachers and scholars, to 
attend examinations in districts adjoining their own; and when 
necessary for this purpose, permission has been cheerfully given to 
close school for the day. ‘These efforts have, in some cases, been 
followed by ap increase of attendance upon the examinations; and 
we trust have proved still more valuable in encouraging and stim- 
ulating teachers and scholars. ; 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR TEACHING. 


It is to be feared that the dignity and rewards of.the teacher’s 
profession too often allure into it those who bring no proper con- 
ception of its grand opportunities and sacred responsibilities. Is 
there not sometimes just ground for complaint of the incompetency 
of teachers? To train mind, to mould character, to give such di- 
rection to the young life that it shall prove useful and honorable 
here, and hereafter, be crowned with a blissful immortality,—can 
there be a nobler vocation? Can work deserve higher skill? Next 
to the mother’s is, oftentimes, the teacher’s influence. How, then, 
ought we to regard the young Miss, who, with no serious views of 
the teacher’s calling, and very inadequate acquaintance with dis- 
trict school studies as subjects to be taught, comes tripping in to be 
examined, bringing in one hand a certificate of graduation from the 
Academy, and in the other a letter of recommendation from her 
pastor, her face meanwhile beaming with self-complacent assurance 
that she can answer the committee’s questions just like a book? 
Supposing that the questions are answered correctly and promptly, 
is the young lady therefore completely qualified? Shall we disre- 
gard the fact that she possesses no breadth and depth of character, 
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no earnestly serious spirit, no aptitude for imparting knowledge, no 

ower to govern? Gladly shall we welcome the day when New 

ampshire, following the example of several of her sister states, 
shall fit her teachers for their work by the careful and finely adapt- 
ed training of the Normal school: For this institution is specially 
designed to cultivate professional enthusiasm, to teach the several 
branches of elementary knowledge as subjects to be taught, to im- 

art knowledge of the most approved methods in instruction, and, 
in brief, to furnish the teacher as professionals in law and medicine 
are equipped in their respective schools. Speaking of the demand 
of our times for Normal schools, Horace Mann said: “If the char- 
acter and qualifications of teachers be allowed to degenerate, the 
free schools will become pauper schools, and the pauper schools 
will produce pauper souls, and the,free press will become a false and 
licentious press, and ignorant voters will become venal voters, and 
through the medium and guise of republican forms, an oligarchy of 
profligate and flagitious men will govern the land; nay, the univer- 
sal diffusion and ultimate triumph of all-glorious Christianity itself 
must await the time when knowledge shall be diffused among men 
through the instrumentality of good schools.” 


SHORTNESS OF THE TERMS. 


The number of weeks in the past school year is unusually small, 
There has been no district school in No. 7. The average summer 
term inthe remaining districts was a little less than ten weeks. 
The average winter term was less than twelve weeks. The year 
before this covered by the present report, the average summer term 
was almost fourteen weeks. A most excellent private school, kept 
by Miss Scribner at the Town Hall, more than made up toa goodly 
number the otherwise limited supply furnished by legislative enact- 
ment. : . 


IMPROVEMENT IN BOOKS, 


An effort has been made partially to remedy the evils arising 
from the use of several different text-books on the same subject, by 
placing in the schools Guyot’s admirable geographies. Excepting 
in districts No. 2 and 3, where the old books were retained, the . 
change has given much satisfaction. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


_ The year’s work in instruction in this district may be reviewed 
with tolerable satisfaction. The defects of the winter term are 
counterbalanced by the excellent order and progress of the school 
the first part of the year. Miss Mary G. Carr, the teacher of the 
summer term,isa graduate of Pinkerton Academy, where, in many 
respects, she admirably qualified herself to teach. Amiable in her 
disposition, gentle in her manners, her mind well furnished, she 
quickly won her way to the heart of the district, and wrought for 
it nobly. The term was short for great progress in particular 
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studies, but the enthusiastic interest which her influence kindled 
in the district was of great value. The school had suffered under 
the affliction of poor teachers. Miss Carr’s best service was that 
she revived its hope and ambition. 

The term provided for by the State being only eight weeks, the 
district very cordially supported Miss Carr in keeping a private 
school. However, this had not advanced far, when it was summa- 
rily broken off by the call of the teacher to a more desirable posi- 
tion in the Pinkerton Academy. 

Miss Lucy J. Priest, of Derry, who undertook the winter school, 
brought to us a good record, her experience as a teacher having 
covered five years, and her last engagement having been in the 
Grammar school at Chester. The first part of the term passed 
quietly, and, as we trusted, profitably. But before the eighth week 
of the session closed, there was an explosion and then a collapse 
too sudden to be ceremonious. The boys, in whose idle minds the 
enemy of good order started this train of mischief, may reflect with 
sorrow upon the reproach which they thus brought upon the once 
banner district of the town. The Prudential Committee, with his 
usual energy and public spirit, immediately provided four weeks 
more of instruction, engaging for this purpose Miss Greeley, a 
young lady of resolution. During her short term Miss Greeley 
raised the morale of the school, and gave attention to the reading 
and spelling with good results. At the examination, the younger 
classes won special praise for reading, spelling and arithmetic. The 
senior classes, with several noteworthy exceptions, showed a tim- 
idity in recitation, which in some cases is the expression of a pain- 
ful diffidence, and awakens sympathy, but in other cases is only a 
cover for ignorance, and deserves rebuke. District No. 1, will find 
food for reflection in the appended tabular report, in the column for 
tardy marks. 


DISTRICT NO re: 


Miss Carrie A. Young, the teacher for both summer and winter 
in this district, came to us from Maine. The summer session pro- 
ceeded quietly, the nnmber of scholars being somewhat less than 
in the corresponding term last year. The number of cases of tar- 
diness reported is strongly in contrast with the record in No. 1. 
The manner of reciting in this school calls for correction. An- 
swers are given reluctantly, and often not till the teacher has be- 
labored the pupil with command and entreaty. Answers are often 
inaudible also. ei 

An accident, in which the teacher and the wife of the Prudential 
Committee narrowly escaped serious injury, east a shadow over the 
examination day, and rendered painful the duty of Miss Young in 
conducting the exercises. 

The examination of the winter school showed improvement in 
the manner of reciting, but the Superintending Committee regrets 
to add that the reading and spelling were unaccountably bad. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The efforts of the Prudential Committee to seeure one both apt 
to teach and able to rule well, were rewarded by the services of 
Miss Addie M. Greeley. This ‘lady effected a speedy improvement 
in the order and scholarship of No. 3, and made the summer term 
a harvest season of the results of ood teaching. This district, as 
the winter term both of this and of past years proves, requites a 
superior teacher. ‘Three qualifications are essential: 1. A hand 
that is strong. 2. A heart kind without being weak. 3. A mind 
which will secure respect. Miss Gilcreast, who commenced the 
winter term, though belonging toa family eminent for teaching, 
withdrew after the trial of a few weeks, and the term was vigor- 
ously carried to completion by Mr. Thomas Savage, of Dartmouth 
College. This gentleman re-instated the rod in all its ancient 
authority. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term of this interesting and reputable school was 
under the tuition of Miss Louise M. Dana, of Londonderry. Miss 
Dana, who had taught in her native town with success, took hold 
of her work with spirit, and soon gained respect for her interesting 
manner and her skill in teaching. Decided progress was made in 
the studies, but the improvement was nowhere more noticeable 
than in spelling. 

The winter term was conducted by Miss Greeley. Good order 
was maintained, and the evident fidelity of the teacher deserves 
praise. The classes in arithmetic are entitled to particular men- 
tion, one of which very thoroughly learned the tables in Compound 
Numbers, and showed an unusual readiness in explaining opera- 
tions under this rule. The re eading was very good, being distinct, 
well modulated, and with expression. In spelling, No. 4 has but 
two equals in town. In getting tardy marks, the district has no 
equal. 


DISTRICT NO. 38. 


_ The tractable and industrious No. 5, was given in charge to Miss 
Thursa A. Butler, who in years was not much above some of her 
pupils. Had not the school been small and orderly, it could not 
have been safely entrusted to a teacher so inexperfenced.. Miss 
Butler was somewhat lacking in animation, and like many teach- 
ers, old and young, too much ‘confined to the text-book. However, 
all interested in fhe school were gratified with Miss B’s earnest, 
modest efforts. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Lizzie P. Marden, a. former 
resident of the district, and member of the school. Miss Marden 
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led her pupils forward with a kind and judicious hand. The ex- 
amination which brought together a goodly number of parents and 
friends, passed very pleasantly, and, save the reading, in all re- 
spects satisfactorily. The classes in arithmetic appeared remark- 
ably well. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. . 


Never has your committee witnessed more gratifying progress 
than that made by this school under the tuition of Miss Scribner. 
This lady has kept a model school, and made not only No. 6, but 
the whole town, her debtor. She has kept unexceptionable order, 
shown much ingenuity in awakening interest in study, and culti- 
vated a really surprising excellence in recitation. It was pleasing 
to observe the close attention given to the recitation; the distinct, 
respectful answers made to the teacher. The improvement in read- 
ing could hardly have been greater if the scholars had enjoyed the 
instructions of a professional elocutionist. 

The examination in this department was a delightful entertain- 
ment. The primer class was not told a single word, and every 
member of it could be heard to read quite independently, minding 
the pauses and inflections, and reciting the rules. This school for 
excellence in spelling also bears the palm. Only one word was 
missed. Want of space forbids mention of excellent explanations 
of operations in fractions and cube root, of the very creditable ap- 
pearance of the class in book-keeping, and of the praiseworthy ex- 
amination in rhetoric. Fifty-three visitors enjoyed these exercises.
